Twenty-eight men were believed 
lost today in the collapse of an 
Air Force radar tower in a 
storm in the Atlantic. 

Chances for any survivors are 
“very slim,” a Coast Guard 
spokesman said, as the search 
continued more than MH hours 
after the structure, 80 miles 
southeast of New York City, 
disappeared. 

The tripod-shaped platform, six 
stories high, is one of three air- 


defense radar stations erected on 


pilings far out at sea. Apparently 
it was smashed last night in a 
howling gale and towering waves. 

Rescue ships, searching all 
through the night, found wreck- 
age in the area. As dawn came, 
the body of one man in a life 
jacket was recovered from a 
mass of debris. 


Noises Reported. 


Underwater tapping noises 
near the site of the tower were 
reported today by the destroyer 
McCaffrey. It had picked up 
the noises on its sonar equip- 
ment.

For foreign aid, military and 
economic, the President re 
quested four billion dollars, 
slightly less than he sought last 
year, but $300,000,000 more than 
Congress approved. 

If the budget figures are borne 
out, the national debt on June 
30 will be 284.6 billions and on 
June 30, 1962, it will be 283.4 
billions. The actual debt on 
June 30 last year was 286.3 bil- 
lions, The message calls for an- 
other temporary rise in the debt 
ceiling to facilitate Treasury 
financing. 

Both the message and Secre- 
tary Anderson’s statement re- 
peated Mr. Eisenhower’s recom- 
mendation for removal of the 
4.25 per cent interest rate top 
on new issues of Treasury bonds. 

Reorganization Act. 

Most of the recommendations 
for new legislation have been 
sent to Congress in previous 
budgets or in special messages. 
Mr. Eisenhower again asked 
Congress to re-enact as a perma- 
nent law the Government Re- 
organization Act of 1949, now 
expired, which gave the Presi- 
dent power to redistribute work 
among the administrative agen- 
cies. President-elect Kennedy 
has asked for this authority. 

The President did not ask for 
legislation but commended ear- 
nest study on two suggestions 
arising from his own experience 
in the White House — establish- 
ment of an office of executive 
management for the President 
and the appointment of a First 
Secretary of the Government, 
who would rank higher than 
other Cabinet officers and rep- 
resent the President at meetings 
with foreign officials above the 
rank of foreign minister and 
below the rank of head of state. 

Stans appeared reluctant to 
discuss this last-named sugges- 
tion when asked if appointment 
of such an official would create 


the office of American Prime 
Minister. He said in reply to 
a question that presumably the 
First Minister would confer with 
British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan, who is the head of a gov- 
ernment, but not with Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev, who de- 
mands treatment as a head of 
state. 

Duties of Proposed Office. 

As to the office of executive 
management in the White House, 
Stans said the head would su- 
pervise much of the work of the 
various presidential assistants 
Mr. Eisenhower appointed and 
some of the bureaus and councils 
that report directly to the Presi- 
dent. For example, he said that 
the Budget Director confers 
often with the President; under 
the proposed setup many of the 
conference would be with the 
new appointee.

One objective of Apollo would 
be to loft a spaceship with a 
crew of three men into orbit 
around the moon. 

Asked about the President's 
statement, Dr. Hugh Dryden, 
NASA deputy administrator, 
commented, ‘Suppose you find 
out from the Mercury program 
that you couldn’t use men in 
the weightless state for a long 
time. Project Apollo then 
wouldn’t make any sense.”’ 


Outlines Projects. 


Mr. Eisenhower outlined 
various projects in asking Con- 
gress for $965,000,000 for NASA 
expenses for fiscal year 1962— 
$195,000,000 more than in 1961 
and $564,000,000 more than in 
1960. 

“We have just cause to be 
proud of the accomplishments of 
our space programs to date,”’ 
he said in his budget message, 
‘“‘and can look forward with con- 
fidence to future achievements 
which will succeed in extending 
ever further the horizons of our 
knowledge.” 

He said his budget also calls

' For the fiscal year 1962 I send you budget and legislative 
‘proposals which will meet the essential domestic needs of the 
nation, provide for the national defense, and at the same time

With this budget, I leave to the new Administration and the 
Congress a progressive and workable financial plan which recog- 
nizes national priorities and which reflects my confidence in the 
strength of our economy now and in the years to come. 


A budget surplus was achieved 
in the fiscal year which ended 
on June 30, 1960. A narrowly 
balanced budget is anticipated 
for fiscal year 1961. The recom- 
mendations in this budget pro- 
vide for still another balanced 
budget, with a surplus, in fiscal 
year 1962. The achievement of 
balanced budgets this year and 
in the coming fiscal year will 
help.foster non-inflationary pros- 
perity at home and strengthen 
confidence in the dollar abroad.

has stored and relayed messages 
transmitted to it from the 
ground. We are now ready, 
therefore, to take the first steps 
leading to a practical satellite 
communications system for com- 
mercial use . . .

Spectacular.Slums. 


Caracas is a city of sky- 
scraper apartments and office 
buildings that shine in the sun, 
but it also has some of the most 
spectacular slums in the world. 

These are very much in view 
on the hills not far from the 
heart of the city and although 
the people living in them are 
quiet now, they are the prime 
raw material of political dis- 
turbance. 

In squalor and filth, in flimsy 
huts that cling to the sides of 
steep foothills as though held 
there by some magnetic force, 
live some 300,000 peasants— 
nearly one fourth of the city’s 
population. Most of them are 
the newly arrived poor, from the 
surrounding countryside or far- 
ther back in the hinterland. 

These slums came into exist- 
ence in 1958, after the fall of 
Perez Jiménez, and under the 
tolerant eyes of Betancourt they 
have had a rapid growth. Perez 
Jimenez would not stand for 
such eyesores, and when hungry 
squatters stole in by night and 
settled on the hillsides, he had 
them driven away, 

Aided 


Betancourt. 

But under Betancourt they 
have been treated better. They 
are unsightly and unwelcome, of 
course, but this democratic Pres- 
ident has provided some as- 
sistance. This has been in 
the form of direct financial re- 
lief for those who could crowd 
on to the rolls, and free water 
and electricity. 

In return for this, they have 
voted not for Betancourt’s Ac- 
cion Democratic party, but over- 
whelmingly for Communists.

Water for the denizens of the 
huts was available at a com- 
mon faucet, Women and children 
came with cans and buckets, sil- 
ently filled them, placed them 
on their heads and plodded back 
up or down to where they had 
come from. 

A man, obviously not a trav- 
eler, walked past carrying two 
handbags. It was explained that 
he was selling things—shirts, 
underwear, pillowslips and other 
things. It developed that he was 
selling his articles at twice their 
value, for he was selling on the 
installment plan. He gave credit 
and had to stand many losses. 

Two women standing besidc 
the water faucet explain that 
they have 11 children between 
them and have been abandoned 
by their husbands. Less than 15 
minutes before, a radio in one 
of the huts had been broadcast- 
ing a public appeal for money 
to help children abandoned by 
their parents. 


Served by Slum Stores. 


Slum dwellings are served by 
slum stores, put together with 
makeshift materials. A 12-year- 
old boy was the current keeper 
of an establishment whose stock 
included bananas, soap, salt, 
canned salmon, crackers, beans, 
cigarettes, matches and butter. 
The butter had come packed in 
a tin and was parceled out to 
buyers in bits. 

Although down to basic wants 
and necessaries, the slum dwell- 
ers still had the urge to keep 
some flowers and plants grow- 
ing around the place. Almost 
every hut had its plants. 

When it rains in these places 
everything comes to a standstill. 
On this red clay, one slip at the 
top is one too many. But rain 
also has its uses in a slum—it 
inches the garbage glacier down 
the hill.

THE UNITED STATES, Soviet 
Union and Britain have abided 
by an unofficial embargo on

During the election campaign, 
Senator Kennedy repeatedly ad- 
vocated a “final attempt” to 
come to terms with the Russians 
on a nuclear test agreement and, 
failing that, the resumption of 
these tests by the United States. 

It was the opinion of the mem 
bers of the task force in the re- 
port to President-elect Kennedy 
that the “final attempt” should 
not be undertaken quickly. The 
published summary called at- 
tention to inevitable “‘interna- 
tional pressures’’ for an expres- 
sion of the new administration's 
views on disarmament. 

The report urged the Presi- 
dent-elect to “resist, insofar as 
possible, these demands for early 
statements on the subject of arms 
control” and pointed out that 
“real accomplishments could be 
expected only if basic policy 
decisions were made.” 

“Since the United States has 
never developed such basic 
polices in the past, the policy 
planning process could well be an 
extended one,” the published 
summary of the report said. 

THE SECRET VERSION of 
the report specifically called for 
the postponement of the test bar 
talks and placed a date, some 
six months hence, when its spon- 
sors thought the administration 
would have had time to work 
out a basic plan for disarmament 
negotiations. 

The secret report also made 
recommendations for establish- 
ing a disarmament unit as a

On Quality and Scale 


If the two recent articles by 
George McCue and your editorial 
on the state of the Municipal Art 
and City Plan Commissions do not 
catapult us all into action there is 
little hope for the esthetic future 
of St. Louis. 

A little jet propulsion was timely. 
With the almost daily announce- 
ment of new building and land 
clearance projects, the citizens had 
better insist upon overall esthetic 
surveillance or, as your articles 
point out, a lot of money will be 
thrown away. 

But perhaps to implement public 
pressure we need greater under- 
standing of the technical reasons 
for putting teeth into the functions 
of the two commissions. 


Specifically, the two most press- 
ing problems confronting the artis- 
tic conscience of this community 
have to do with scale and quality. 
Even our best achievements are in 
jeopardy. Consider the Milles foun- 
tain and the Downtown Plaza. The 
fountain is a great civic asset. 
Milles was a brilliant sculptor, who 
knew what he was about. The 
fountain holds its scale in relation 
to the Union Station (a much larger 
and more massive structure), and 
to the surrounding terrain. 

But shall we permit this great 
monument to retain its esthetic sta- 
tus? When the city permitted a 
permanent building, esthetically un- 
suitable as the northern background 
to the fountain to be put up, Milles 
said he never wished to view his 
work again. Judicious planting has 
since improved the situation on the 
Union Station Plaza, but this solu- 
tion to the problem is second-best. 


Looking eastward from the foun- 
tain over a pleasant rise of ground, 
what sweep may we contemplate, 
toward the riverfront? The Plaza 
Apartments rise high and colorful; 
an attempt is being made to main- 
tain open areas within the ‘sur- 
rounding space. But the Plaza it- 
self is already cluttered. There is 
no consistency of scale, no standard 
of quality. Recreation areas and 
intimate gardens are desirable. But 
in a proper relation to an overall 
plan. Wading pools, trees, sculp- 
ture are desirable; but any of these 
features is better left out than 
planned without relation to the long 
sweep of the whole parkway. 


Other cities have been more vigi- 
lant. Washington, despite the uni- 
formity of some of its buildings, 
has scale. Paris, for all its hete- 
rogeneity, has scale, The Chicago 
lakefront has it. 

If a piece of sculpture, for exam- 
ple, is to be placed in a public 
area, in relation to a park, or well- 
planned building, or many build- 
ings, it must have proper shape and 
scale. It is the business of the 
sculptor on the Art Commission to 
know about this. When a gift of 
sculpture is being presented to the 
city, especially if its style may be 
controversial, it is a protection to 
the donor to have the Art Commis- 
gion approve it. 

The problem, as I see it, regard- 
ing the Airport sculptures, is not 
what various authorities may think 
about Henry Moore’s esthetic con- 
cept. It is whether they all agree 
as to the validity of its mass 
against the terminal building, its 
scale within the surroundings. 

The Terminal is a distinctive, 
semi-open structure, set on a vast 
plain. Is its beauty enhanced by 
the placement of 6-foot figures with- 
in a sea of automobiles? 

As to quality in public art, Mr. 
McCue’s remarks about the Hen- 
nings memorial need only this tech- 
nical amplification: a well-designed 
plaque, with lettering and a bas re- 
lief portrait, requires the skill of a 
competent sculptor. Good lettering 
must be carefully designed and 
painstakingly executed. A bas re- 
lief portrait is one of the most dif- 
ficult and highly specialized as- 
pects of sculpture. A bad portrait 
is not art. It is a waste of money.

A New Moment of Hope 


If the Kennedy Administration means to 
launch a serious effort to negotiate on dis- 
armament, one of the first problems it will 
face is what to do about the American position 
on “open skies.”” Ever since the Geneva sum- 
mit talks of 1955, the United States has in- 
sisted that aerial surveillance to guard against 
surprise attack be established before disarma- 
ment takes effect. This is a superficially 
plausible position, but there is evidence that 
it constitutes one of the main obstacles to 
progress in disarmament negotiations. It 
ought to be critically reviewed. 

Disarmament talks have been so tediously 
unproductive in recent years that many Amer- 
icans have forgotten that there was a moment 
when negotiations seemed on the point of 
success. Philip Noel-Baker, winner of the 
Nobel peace prize, tells the story in his de- 
finitive book on disarmament, “The Arms 
Race.” Attempting to assess blame for the 
failure of arms talks through many weary 
postwar years, Mr. Noel-Baker writes: 


Until May 1955 the Russians were over- 
whelmingly to blame—not only for their gen- 
eral foreign policy of cold war, Communist 
coups d'etat, and “sponsored” aggression, 
but for the cynical nihilism of their approach 
to disarmament in the Commissions and Sub- 
Committees of the U.N. 


But a careful study of the record shows 
that since May 1955 the Russians have made 
considerable efforts to reach agreement, in- 
cluding the acceptance, in principle, of a 
large measure of international inspection and 
control; while the Western Governments have 
withdrawn the reasonable “comprehensive” 
proposal for a first-stage disarmament agree- 
ment which they had previously urged. 


What Mr. Noel-Baker calls ‘‘the moment of 
hope” occurred on May 10, 1955, when the 
disarmament subcommittee of the U.N. was 
meeting in London. Until that date, the Rus- 
sians had dodged, squirmed, wriggled and 
ducked to avoid committing themselves to the 
disarmament plan the Western powers unani- 
mously supported. Vishinsky said he had 
“laughed all night” when the plan was pro- 
posed. But world opinion reacted violently 
against such cynicism. Inside Russia, the 
Khrushchev forces consolidated their power 
against the old Stalinists. Perhaps due to a 
combination of these factors, on May 10, 1955, 
the Russians suddenly reversed their policy. 
In a paper filed with the U.N. subcommittee, 
they accepted a very large measure of the 
Western plan. 

They agreed to manpower ceilings of 1 to 
1.5 millions on the United States, Russia and 
China. They agreed to corresponding reduc- 
tions in conventional armaments. They agreed 
to halt new production of nuclear weapons 
when one-half of the reductions in conven- 
tional. arms had been made. When 75 per 
cent of the latter cuts had been made, they 
further agreed, use of nuclear weapons would 
be banned and stocks of such weapons would 
begin to be destroyed. They further agreed 
that the whole process should be super- 
vised by a single international control agency 
with unimpeded access to national military 
establishments. 

This agreement was, ef course, only on 
paper. But it represented, as Mr. Noel-Baker 
says, “a very notable change of policy,” evi- 


dently reflecting the triumph in Moscow of 
the Khrushchev view that nuclear war was 
too dangerous to be risked. 

To the dismay of many persons around the 
world, however, the Russians had no sooner 
changed their position than the West backed 
away. With the U.N. talks in recess for the 
summit conference, President Eisenhower in- 
troduced “open skies” as a new condition 
for any disarmament plan. When the sub- 
committee reconvened in August, the United 
States placed a “reservation” on all its pre- 
Geneva substantive positions. This meant, 
in effect, that the plan which the Russians 
came so close to accepting at “the moment 
of hope” was now withdrawn. It has re 
mained so to this day. 

. s . 

The reason given by Secretary Dulles and 
others for our change of policy was that 
our Government had decided that nuclear 
disarmament could not be effectively po- 
liced. Because of the difficulty of detecting 
hidden nuclear weapons no nation, it was 
said; could be absolutely sure that. existing 
stocks of H-bombs would be destroyed in 
accordance with an arms treaty. Hence no 
nation could afford to risk nuclear disarma- 
ment. So we proposed “open skies” as a 
first step instead. In reality we were pro- 
posing to postpone disarmament indefinitely. 

It is this position that now ought to be re- 
viewed. For as Mr. Noel-Baker says, the 
Russians since 1955 have been actually offer- 
ing to accept “‘much more disarmament, and 
much more inspection and control, than the 
West.” The Soviets insist that to establish 
“open skies’ before bringing disarmament 
into effect would put them at a military dis- 
advantage, giving the West military intelli- 
gence which could be used against Russia in 
war. Whatever may be thought of that argu- 
ment, the West, if it is serious about reviving 
negotiations, must get back to the position 
of developing actual terms of disarmament, 
instead of substitutes or preconditions for 
disarmament,

The difficulty of detecting possibly hidden 
stocks of nuclear weapons is very real, and 
will have to be dealt with in any arms treaty. 
But the difficulty is not necessarily insur- 
mountable. Certainly it does not warrant 
the defeatist view, which is really at the root 
of the present American position, that nu- 
clear disarmament is unattainable. If. it is 
unattainable, then war is inevitable and the 
virtual destruction of civilization is likely. 

Surely the United States cannot face the 
world on such a platform. We must summon 
all our resources of statecraft to devise solu- 
tions, not surrenders, to the highly complex 
problems of writing an arms treaty. Instead 
of assuming that ‘“‘it can’t be done,” we must 
try to do it. 

The Post-Dispatch earnestly hopes that 
President-elect Kennedy, Dean Rusk, Chester 
Bowles, Adlai E. Stevenson, John J. McCloy 
and Paul Nitze, as they contemplate this chal- 
lenge, will resolve to make a vigorous and 
comprehensive new approach. The world des- 
perately needs to recapture the ‘‘moment of 
hope”’ which lifted hearts everywhere for a 
few weeks in 1955. 


Conflicting Laos Policy 

The weekend assertion of immediate 
United States aims in Laos raises the ques- 
tion of who, if anyone, is conducting this 
country’s foreign policy. The Associated 


_ Press diplomatic correspondent reported that 


“the aim of Eisenhower Administration of- 
ficials during their last week in office is to 
try to lay the basis for a solution through 
diplomatic negotiations and avoid, if possible, 
any dangerous new military flareup.” 

This is a laudable objective, but how was 
it advanced by the delivery of four United 
States trainer-attack planes to Laos govern- 
ment forces last Tuesday? The planes were 
armed with machine guns and bomb racks 
and have been flown by Laotian pilots in 
attacks against the rebels. The planes are 
slow propeller-driven craft incapable of in- 
flicting much damage, but the fact that they 
were supplied by this country obviously can 
be used by the Communists as an excuse to 
furnish more and better aircraft to the rebels. 
And so the civil war can be enlarged. 


Development of a constructive policy for 
Laos will not be easy, but what is going on 
now appears to be scatterbrained. We can 
only hope the United States does not stumble 
into catastrophe before the new Kennedy 
team gets a grip on policy. 


Having Wonderful Time 

On Friday we received Senator Edward 
Long’s weekly Missouri press report, telling 
how Washington is bursting at the seams 


on account of inauguration week. Says the 
new Senator: 


Senator Symington and I were at the 
beautiful Union Station here Wednesday, 
Jan. 18, to greet Missourians who arrived 
by chartered train. It was a wonderful ex- 
perience to see so many of our friends. 


Probably we are breaking a release date 
in quoting from the press report at this time, 
but the ease with which Senators have a 
wonderful experience meeting their friends 
several days before the event fascinates us. 


Airstrip at Gumbo 


If Haglin & Co. can realize its hope of de- 
veloping a secondary airstrip and industrial 
park in the G area, the metropolitan 
community’s urgent need of additional air- 
port facilities will have been satisfied without 
any drain on the public purse.’ That would 
be a pleasant surprise. 


Accordingly, if the FAA determines that no 
conflict of air traffic patterns with Lambert 
Field would be involved; the developers de- 
serve the maximum co-operation possible from 
the St. Louis county government in helping 
to bring the project off. Zoning is the first 
problem, but it ought not to present any ob- 
stacle to a County Council that has spent the 
last year specializing in the wrong kind of 
rezoning. 

“The tract in question is zoned now for resi- 
. dential use,»as is most of the county’s unin- 
corporated’ area pending enactment of the 
long-awaited comprehensive zoning ordinance. 
The professional land use recommendations 
on which that ordinance is being drafted call 
for industrial zoning of the Gumbo tract. The 
planners say that an airport is a compatible 
use. So Council Chairman Grantham ought 
to see that the rezoning gets top priority. 


An airport for light planes at Gumbo will 
relieve some of the pressure on Lambert 
Field, but not all of it. Those close to the 
problem say further airport development is 
necessary, perhaps on the East Side. That 
might very well be the project to get the Bi- 
State Development Agency into the airport 
business, 


Over the Top 


All St. Louis owes a friendly accolade to B. 
B. Culver Jr. and the platoons of men and 
women whose efforts in behalf of the $8,600,- 
000 United Fund campaign have produced a 
splendid success. Their achievement reflects 
dedication and hard work as well as the en- 
lightened and responsive community which 
they have served so well. Cheers for them, 
and good health and comfort to those less 
fortunate for whom the Fund may be the 
means to a brighter future. 


Opportunity for Face-saving 

If Prime Minister Castro wants to improve 
Cuban-American relations he has a face- 
saving device ready at hand. That is the im- 
minent transfer of power from President 
Eisenhower to President-elect Kennedy. Cas- 
tro seemed to have this in mind when he 
hinted that he wants a reconciliation with 
the United States after Mr. Eisenhower leaves 
office. “‘We have no points of friction with 
the incoming government,” Castro said. 


It would be simple for the Cubans to 
blame the Eisenhower Administration, rather 
than the United States, for events that led to 
the recent break in diplomatic relations. Cas- 
tro is quietly backing away’ from his silly 
position that an invasion by the United States 
is in prospect. He did not even claim, at 
the Havana labor rally, that Cuba’s military 
might had frightened off the “invader.” 


There was a suggestion by Castro that some 
sort of deal regarding the Guantanamo Navy 
base might be his price for an accord. The 
United States cannot afford to be forced out 
of this base, but that does not preclude the 
possibility of negotiation. Castro might also 
end his anti-American propaganda and offer 
to discuss payment for seized American 
property. The first conciliatory moves are 
up to the Cubans, 


Where the Traffic Is 


Federal Highway Administrator Rex Whit- 
ton pledges in Washington to promote urban 
freeways.

Shoestring Ambassadors From The Detroit News 


A nation doesn’t exist to have a for- 


¢ign policy. It conducts a foreign 
policy to allow it to exist. Politicians 
may think they have the decisive voice 
in that policy, but they don’t. The 
outside world is a major factor in 
shaping it because, as in politicg itself, 
a foreign policy is the art of the 
possible. 

All this underlines the importance 
of President-elect Kennedy’s aim to 
shake up the American institution of 
the fat cat ambassador, chosen for the 
size of his campaign contribution 
rather than his diplomatic skill. 

A State Department is like a news- 
paper. Its end product can be only as 
good as the reporters in the field, 
provided, of course the news and 
city desks are on the ball at home 
plate. The State Department policy 
planners can be only as good as the 


reporters in its diplomatic outfield, 
trained men ferreting out, cajoling, 
reporting back what they find out even 
if they don’t like what they find out. 

There are something like a dozen 
major United States outposts overseas, 
They are: London, Paris, Rome, Mos- 
cow, Madrid, New Delhi, Mexico City, 
Rio de Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Ottawa, 
Bonn, Tokyo and Manila. There are 
career ambassadors at only four of

3. Coupled with the installation of 
withholding should be a determined 
drive to minimize tax evasion among 
the self-employed, especially profes- 
sional people, small businessmen and 
farmers. This calls for two steps. 

4. Missouri should make full use of 
federal income tax returns in check- 
ing Missouri tax returns. Some check- 
ing is already being done, but the state 
should now go all out. by wholesale 
photostatting of federal returns and 
full use of federal audit results. At 
small cost, many states are realizing 
millions of dollars of added revenue 
by taking full advantage of federal 
law in the income tax ffeld. 

5. The Missouri Legislature should 
give its income tax agency enough” 
funds to develop a full-scale program 
of office and field audXing of income 
tax returns and prosecute cases of 
fraud and evasion to the hilt. Each 
dollar the people of Missouri invest 
in income tax administration will re- 
turn 10 to 15 doNars in additional rev- 
enue, not to mention the immeasurable 
improvement in the fairness of the 
tax system. 

If Missouri wants to move into the 
front nanks of the 48 states in tax ad- 
ministration, it can do so at a very 
modest cost, and with a very bounté- 
ful revenue return. 

The way is clear enough—but has 
Missouri the will?

They 
allow their top man in Washington 
alone $90,000 a year for ‘‘entertain- 
ment.” 

If flannel-mouthed politicians at 
home who criticize our foreign policy 
allowed the Administration to send 
abroad trained diplomats, we might 
not get all we deserve but we’d have 
a better chance of expecting the poli- 
tico-intelligence service we won't get 
on a shoestring allowance.

These small monographs on Latin 
America, the latest in a series spon- 
sored by the School of Inter-American 
Studies of the University of Florida, 
are valuable additions to our knowl- 
edge of the lands south of the border. 
As with the first eight,*these last four 
are uniform in both scholarship and 
readability. Anyone interested in 
Latin America will want to read them. 

“Accion Democratica of Venezuela” 


deals with an important period in 
Venezuelan political history in the late 
1940s when that party was developed. 
It touches upon the role of Romulo 
Betancourt, who today is president of 
an uneasy Venezuela, and that of 
Romulo Gallegos, one of Venezuela's 
great authors and a political figure 
in his own right. Mr. Serxner evalu- 
ates the Accion Democratica’s forma- 
tive activities and philosophy before 
1949 when the party was overthrown 
by a military junta under Marcos 
Perez Jimenez. 

Dr. Griffin, in his *‘Notes on Seri 
Indian Culture,” looks at one of the 
most little-known groups of Mexican 
Indians — still isolated from modern 
civilization. He gathered much of his 
data on trips that he and his wife took 
to Seri settlements in northwestern 
Mexico in 1955 and 1956. The author 
admits that much of his analysis is 
only tentative, but the interesting 


_ story that he writes of the dry, deso- 


late life of the Seri is fascinating: As 
the Seri are increasingly absorbed into 
the framework of the Mexican nation, 
accounts such as Dr, Griffin's afford 
glimpses of a primitive people. 

Chile has undergone some difficult 
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cultural and economic transitions in 
recent years. Moreover, depression 
and more recently earthquake have 
seriously ruptured that nation’s eco- 
nomic fiber. But during the past 30 
years there have been a number of 
changes taking place in Chile’s econ- 
omy — movements toward diversity, 
United States Point Four assistance~ 
which provide some basis for a more 
hopeful future. This is outlined in 
Mr. Cohen's “Economic Change in 
Chile.’’ : 
“Tt is not surprising to find that .., 
Latin America has played a consider- 
able role in the establishment and 
daily practice of UNESCO,” writes 
Dr. Kidder in his ‘“‘Latin America. 
UNESCO.” Jaime Torres , the 
well-known Mexican educator, hea 
up UNESCO in its formative years, 


‘and other Latin individuals and na- 


tions have given of their time and 
effort to see that this U.N. organiza- 
tion grows. The story of this Latin 
American contribution is well chron- 
icled by Dr. Kidder. It can be hoped 
that he will pursue the story further 
and bring it up to the present, sather 
than stopping in 1951,

To Tell the Story. 


All communications agencies 
will want to see much of the 
powerhouses of ‘‘the New Fron- 
tier;’’ they will not lack for op- 
portunities to tell their stories 
and to back up their chief. They 
are, in fact, notably articulate 
and self-confident, very much as 
Kennedy himself is. 

It is an old truism that Sena- 
tors do not enhance their repu- 
tations by fighting Presidents of 
their own party. 

Also, those who have served 
with Kennedy and watched him 
take the Presidency out from 
under their noses will entertain 
no doubt of his determination

Violinist, Orchestra Give 
Dramatic Performance of 
Beethoven Concerto. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Nathan Milstein has been a 
soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra many times 
since he played the Glazounow 
Violin Concerto here about 30 
years ago. ‘In his appearances 
with the orchestra on Saturday 
night and yesterday afternoon 
he played the Beethoven Violin 
Concerto, one of the “‘50 master- 
pieces” and hence a familiar 
work to everybody. 

Milstein demonstrated, how- 
ever, that familiarity with music 
of this quality will never breed 
contempt when a great artist 
is truly engaged with it. He is 
constantly seeking that definitive 
interpretation, in study and at 
the time of performance, that 
will make him feel he has com- 
plete contact with the mind of 
the composer. 


The performances here in 
collaboration with Edouard Van 
Remoortel were notable for 
brilliance of tone and strong 
pulse, together with a number 
of small modifications of tempo 
that insured a continuous dy- 
namism. It was what might be 
loosely called a dramatic per- 
formance, but it was the kind 
of drama in which a slackening 
of tension played an important 
part; as in the episode in the 
development section of the first 
movement and the minor key 
diversion in the rondo. 


In both the rondo and the first 
movement, however, intensity of 
feeling prevailed. By contrast 
the slow movement was dream- 
like and subjective. 


Milstein was always in com- 
mand of the situation even to 
the point of picking up the or- 
chestra when Conductor Van 
Remoortel seemed to want a 
somewhat slower tempo. Orches- 
tra and soloist missed connec- 
tions by a fraction of a second 
at one or two points, but the 
orchestra sounded virile, full-

He passed for 
three touchdowns.

Unitas passed for only one 
score, but the lanky veteran di- 
rected four other touchdown 
marches with daring and imagi- 
nation. 

UnitaS was voted the player of 
the game for the second straight 
year. 

The temperature was 87 de- 
grees at kickoff, and perhaps 10 
degrees hotter for the sweating 
warriors on the Coliseum floor. 

Coach Vince Lombardi of the 
West and Buck Shaw of the East 
agreed: the difference in the 
finely-balanced squads was 
Unitas’s running. - 

Unitas carried the ball five 
times for a 10.80 yard average. 
Each time the runs pulled the 
West out of a hole and one—a 
25-yard sprint in the fourth quar- 
ter—set up a touchdown.

The Northwestern soccer team 
had no Bill Hain in its forward 

line yesterday and the Kutis 
team was some degrees better 
than a week ago. These two fac- 
tors combined to give the na- 
tional amateur champions a 4-0 
triumph in the Missouri final of 
the United States Amateur Cup 
tournament. 

Only a few hundred hardy 
souls chose to stand in the rain 
to see the match at Heine Meine 
park in Lemay. There was seri- 
ous doubt as to whether the 
game should be played—not that 
the field was unfit, but officials 
realized that the cold rain would 
reduce the advertised 50-cent 
*“‘gate”’ to a pittance. Amateur 
Cup Commissioner Bob Guelker 
ordered the match to go on as 
scheduled and waived the ad- 
mission fee. 

Whereas a week ago St. Am- 
brose defeated Kutis in the Unit- 
ed States Open Cup competition 
Jargely through Hain’s four 
goals, Northwestern was knocked 
out of the Amateur because it 
could not muster a single score. 

This time lightweight Larry 
Hausmann was the scoring hero. 
The little inside forward who is 
playing in his second season for 
Kutis, scored the opening goal | 
in the first half, and the fourth 
goal one minute before the close 
of the game. 

In between, Bill Looby got a 
goal after a half hour of hard 
work in the second half, and 
Kutis was credited with another 
score when Harry Keough’s free | 
kick glanced off defender. 
Mickey White’s head into the 
net. 


Old Combination Works. 


The Kutis strategists went 
back to an old reliable combina-| 
tion in the backfield after nu- 
merous experimental moves had 
failed to click. Keough returned 
to center halfback and Herman 
Wecke started at right fullback. | 
Both had declared their inten- | 
tion to give up competition this 
season. In goal, Warren Diaman- | 
tini handled all demands very | 
well, although he proved he has 
much to learn about disposing | 
of the ball after he makes a 
save. 

In fact, Kutis officials have | 
little reason to be pleased with | 
their team’s performance. A vic- 
tory is cheering, but there were. 
many more errors than a na- 
tional champion team is expect- 
ed to make. 


Once more, Sal Noto’s team 
went into the game short-handed. 
Larry Baker, a useful halfback- | 


forward, one of the best players |W" 


on the Northwestern squad, was 
unable to play because of his 
duties as a city fireman. Others, 
though, were perhaps a bit above 
normal pace. 

Bill King, husky goalie, was 
again outstanding; John Finn, |

“I do not agree that under- 
ground nuclear weapons tests

talks and had urged that testing 
begin again. ‘Should the Ameri- 
can people choose me as their 
President, I would want to ex- 
haust all reasonable opportuni- 
ties to conclude an effective in- 
ternational agreement banning 
all tests—with effective interna- 
tional inspection and controis— 
before ordering a resumption of 
tests. 


“The people of the United 
States, like millions of people all 
over the world, are anxiously 
hoping for an effective and real- 
istic agreement that is not de- 
pendent upon faith alone, but 
one enforceable through an ef- 
fective system of international 
inspection and control.” 

While critics of the talks in- 
sist that little or no progress 
has been made, others with in- 
timate knowledge of the nego- 
tiations, including Kennedy's 
newly appointed science advis- 
er, Jerome Wiesner of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, believe that substantial 
gains have been made. 

Factors that remain to be ne- 
| gotiated are, however, critical— 
‘the number of on-site inspec- 
'tions with the Soviets propos- 
ing three, the West 20, the 
length of time required to build 
an inspection system and the 
| duration of the moratorium cov- 
ering the period when small un- 
derground tests will not be de- 
tectable. 


| As the designated director of 
'the disarmament effort, the test 
talks will come under the juris- 
| diction of John J. McCloy, the 
New ‘York banker-lawyer who 
served under Harry Truman as 
high commissioner for West 
Germany. For McCloy it is a 
new field and he will have to 
choose a staff to serve him 
here as in other almost equally 
complicated areas. In the State 
Department, Phillip Farley has 
been in charge of the negotia- 
tions on barring tests, but he 
has been moved out in order 
to give McCloy complete free- 
dom to make his own selections. 
The decisions that must be 
taken in the Laos situation are 
less complicated, but only slight- 
ly so. Apparently some form of 
international conference is the 
only way out. There is a suspi- 
cion among some who must take 
responsibility after next Friday 
that the outgoing policymakers 
would like to tie the whole busi- 
ness up in such a way as to 
close the door on any choices. 


THEY HAVE BEEN responsi- 
ble for the blunders—in particu- 
lar the late John Foster Dulles— 
_and they would understandably 
like to see their judgment vindi- 
cated by a small but inevitable 
war. The Soviets, it is hardly 
necessary to add, share this 
Suspicion in an acute form. 

As to Cuba, there is certainly 
now no visible ‘‘solution.” It is 
hardly a secret that the Ken- 
nedy team would have preferred 
that relations with the Castro 
regime be continued even on a 
nominal basis with a representa- 
tion of 11 in the Havana em- 
bassy. That would have permit- 
ted the exodus of more refugees 
who would eventually contribute 
to the downfall of the Cuban dic- 
tator and to a new government, 
But as the plan to break was put 
up to the President-elect with 
only two or three hours’ ‘notice, 
there was in fact no choice. 

Kennedy knows perfectly that 
in 1961 there will be one or more 
disasters in the field of foreign 
policy. They simply cannot be 
avoided, because the action that 
|must almost inevitably reach a 
climax in catastrophe has al- 
ready begun. One such eventu- 
ality is the vote in the United 
Nations General Assembly that 
will surely — as sure as these 
things can ever be — end with a 
majority in favor of admission 
of Red China. 


SEEING THESE probabilities,

—There was a decrease in activ- 
ity in all categories of the G.I. 
home loan program during De- 
cember as compared with No- 
vember, the Veterans Admin- 
istration reported.

An Inventory Climax? 


The president of a large steel 
‘fabricator told me that he no 
longer counts on five-day deliv- 
ery of screws, nuts, bolts, and 
other steel fasteners. Suppliers 
haven’t full bins waiting for or- 
ders. He has sent a cautioning 
memo to all department heads: 

“Don’t get so trim that we can’t 
produce.” And Inland Steel Co. 

reports a rise in urgent orders. 
“Quick delivery” is always a 
sign of low inventories. 

Department of Commerce data 
on manufacturers’ orders are 
corroborative. 

Orders for primary metals— 
steel, copper, aluminuth, etc.— 
rose from $1,640,000,000 in Octo- 
ber to $1,760,000,000 in Novem- 
ber; for fobricated metals from 
$1,480,000,000 to $1,500,000,000; 
for machinery from $4,400,000,000 
to $4,490,000,000. 

True, total orders were down. 
But this was attributable to the 
sag in government contracts for 
aircraft. They bulged in Septem- 
ber and October. 


These data suggest that man- 
ufacturers are beginning to 
scrape bottom. Inventory de- 
cumulation may be nearing a 
climax. 

The rise in the steel scrap 
price in Pittsburgh is similarly 
suggestive. Some of the demand 
is for export. None the less, the 
price would not rise if supplies 
were not low.

Days Dull, 
But Menus 
NeedNotBe

IF YOUR MENUS have 
seemed a little dull recently, be 
not despondent. Blame it on the 
season; mid-January is the time 
when a little extra effort may 


be needed to keep life from 
seeming drab. These are the 
weeks when women suddenly no- 
tice that the furniture needs new 
slipcovers, begin to dream of 
spring hats, and wonder if they 
shouldn’t take up a new hobby. 

There is one simple but sure 
way to give your meals that lift 
you may feel they need. Serve 
a loaf of home-baked bread — 
fragrant, crusty, unmistakably 
your own. It’s as simple as that; 
suddenly a very ordinary meal 
becomes a little special. 

Take these Crusty Sesame 
Loaves, for example. Most 
menu-planning starts with the 
entree, but this bread is so de- 
lectable that you will find you 
are planning the menu around 
it. It’s a simple white loaf much 
like French bread, with the 
same snowy tender texture and 
crisp crust, with a sprinkling of 
sesame seeds for attractive ap- 
pearance and flavor. The loaves 
are easily shaped rounds, suit- 
able for slicing or cutting into 
chunks. 

The chunks are the better idea, 
because this bread is ideal for 
dipping into gravies and sauces. 
Plan to serve your best stew .or 
fricassee with it, or plan a soup- 
and-salad menu around it. 


Crusty Sesame Loaves. 

Two cups warm, not hot, 
water. 

Two packages or cakes yeast, 
active dry or compressed. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

Five and three-fourths cups 
gifted enriched flour (about). 

One egg white, beaten. 

One tablespoon water. 

Two tablespoons sesame seeds.

Bake at 425 degrees 15 min- 
utes. Remove from oven; brush 
with egg white that has been 
mixed with one tablespoon wa- 


ter; sprinkle with sesame seeds; 

return to oven and bake 20 to 

25 minutes longer. Remove from 

baking sheet and cool on wire 

racks or across top of pans, 
Yield: two loaves.

For Inauguration 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16. 

I HAVE BEEN invited to the inauguration of John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy and I would be as happy as a kitten in a 
thread store if only I knew what to wear. It’s easy for women: 
all they have to do is slither into any one of four evening 

gowns, making certain 
that the one they wear to- 
night is not the same one 
they wore last night. 

The last information I 
had was that white tie and 
tails would be de rigueur 
for one of the occasions, 
black tie and dinner jacket 
for another, striped trou- 
sers, cutaway and silk tie 
for The Day itself, and a 
swift survey of the ward- 
robe at hand proves that I 
am at least one-third cor- 
rect at this moment. The 
dinner jacket, I have. 

Back there when we 
were all a lot younger, and 
had more hair, I hob- 
nobbed with a set of ter- 
ribly well-heeled people, 
although without a penny 
of my own. I was sort of 

the extra man and didn’t need any money. I was taken to 
opera, Churchill Downs, Palm Springs, and elaborate dinner 
parties, all with no more outlay than the laundering of a clean 
shirt. 
I was not a gigolo, you undrestand, just that Ameri- 
can phenomenon, the extra man. All you had to do 


was take a bath daily, get a haircut once a week and 
know how to play a remorseless hand of bridge. 


I was asked, then, to be one of the ushers at an exceed- - 


ingly plush wedding at St. Thomas’s on Fifth avenue and 
managed to scrimp together enough money of my own to buy 
a set of striped trousers, a cutaway and a gray ascot and 
stand-up collar. Never being invited again to usher at such a 
wedding, the items have been hanging ever since. I tried them 
on for the Inaugural the other day and I seem to have gained 
a little weight since I was 25 years old.

If I am going to do this Inauguration bit the right way, 
and I don’t see how they’!! stand still for any other way, I’m 
going to have to forage in the men’s clothes market and come 
up with tails and a cutaway. 


The topper I can get from Dorothy Gish, who 
treasures McKinley’s silk hat. I think it’s McKinley’s. 
One of those Presidents. I'll call her up and see if I 
can borrow it. She also has a cutaway that belonged 
to Madison, but he was a little fellow and I don’t think 
I could get into it. Miss Gish is a collector of apparel 
worn by Presidents, all because she was caught in the 
rain on Third avenue one day and dashed into an an- 
tique shop for shelter, The shop had Madison’s coat 
for sale and she bought it and forthwith became a 
collector of presidential clothes and hats. 


My bride has no problem at all, since she has just gotten 
@ job in a ‘“‘Phay of the Week”’ show for TV and is getting so 
much money for it that I have told her there is no limit to the 
number of evening gowns she may get for the Inauguration or 
how much they cost so long as she uses her own money to 
buy them. 

I do hope that there fs no sudden change in plans and, 
because we are cementing our relations with the African na- 
tions, there is a decision for gentlemen to wear topee and 
bush jacket. I have a topee, and how that found fts way into 
my wardrobe I'll never know, but I haven't had a bush jacket 
since 1935, when I saw one in Kenya and thought it would be 
nice for early Southern California evenings. It has disappeared 
since.

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Femininity Is Keynote in Spring Fashions 


They’re Designed to Make a Women Look Like a Woman—Delicate Fabrics Provide a Soft Look

NEW YORK, Jan. 16. 


GIRLS WILL DEFINITELY 
look like girls this spring with 
more frills and fluff than have 
been seen in many seasons. 
Femininity is the keynote of the 
fashions previewed for the press 
this week by the New York 
Couture Group. 

Delicate lace, airy chiffon, 
featherweight wool, silk and linen 
are the fabrics that give a new 
soft look to the spring clothes. 

Cowl necklines and cowl backs, 
little capes and stoles and skirts 
‘with flounced and rippled hems 
are but a few of the fashion de- 
tails whipped up by designers to 
make a woman look more like 
a woman. 

Full evening skirts are grace- 
ful and in filmy fabrics, and 
slim sheaths often have flowing 
side panels that fall to the hem. 

The sleeve is the object of a 
great deal of attention by de- 
signers this spring. Pauline 
Trigere shows the “‘hoop”’ sleeve 
in many of her short jackets 
and dresses. This is a short, 
flaring sleeve edged inside with 
a tiny flexible hoop. 

Other sleeves cover the arm 
in the manner of a cape, and 
as often as not are simply a 
continuation of the dress or coat 
without a break in line. Many 
dresses are sleeveless, and col- 
larless as well. 

Pauline Trigere, a designer 
with a flair for dramatic 
touches, believes in clothes with 
clean, simple lines. Her spring 
collection, with a patriotic red, 
white and blue color theme, in- 
cludes a white wool coat worn 
over a red .gilk dress, a blue 
linen sheath dress with white 
buttons and a ripple hem, and a 
dress of red linen with a back 


panel of bright blue. Bandeaus 
in prints and solid colors are 
worn with her costumes. 

Edward Abbott is a designer 
of clothes in the moderate price 
range, and his spring collection 
is youthful, bright and interest- 
ing. His dresses are done in 
beautiful colors—sun gold, leaf 
green, turquoise, flame orange— 
and in charming flower prints. 

His little black dresses for 
evening are very sleek and fem- 
inine, with revealing slashed 
necklines and backs dipping to 
low curves. 

Miss Jo Copeland designs pret- 
ty clothes with a polished look. 
Her costumes are never ex- 
treme, and in creating them she 
obviously has in mind the wom- 
an with a job, and the woman 
who attends club meetings and 
similar functions, 

Bloused backs, cape backs 
and back panels add interest to 
her spring collection. The dress 
with a little jacket is a Cope- 
land favorite, and in many in- 
stances the lining of the jacket 
matches the fabric or other trim- 
ming of the dress. An example 
is a black and white sheer wool 
costume with cardigan jacket 
lined in lilac silk which matches 
the narrow kid belt of the dress. 
As a fashion trend, the narrow 
kid belt is seen in almost every 
designer’s collection. 

Miss Copeland describes the 
imported wools in her collection 
as being light as silk and almost 
weightless. Some in checks and 
plaids look like sheer cotton.

It was one of the winners’ 
lucky hands, as we shall see, 
but it was not unmixed with a 
modicum of skill. Stone (South) 
found himself playing six spades 
after a series of optimistic bids. 


On the surface, the contract 
seems impossible to make, since 
declarer has to take care of a 
diamond loser and a string of 
clubs as well. The clubs can be 
established by ruffing, it is true, 
but not without eventually 
trumping with the queen of 
spades, which in turn estab- 
lishes a trump trick for the de- 
fense.

Under St. Fiacre and the French and the Scots 
and Queen Elizabeth the stocking industry prospered 
and its blessing expanded with democracy. The Ameri- 
can Military Government could not have won as 
many friends in Europe without the aid of generous 
American troops, bearing nylons. I know that is true 
because I recall a Bill Mauldin cartoon on the subject.

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Civil War Started With Both Sides Unprepared — 


Sudden Transition From Peace to 
War Awoke North and South to 
the Need for Trained Soldiers

The Civil War was under way before anyone was 
ready to fight. Then came the frenzy of whipping some 
sort of armies into shape, out cf the raw material of thou- 
sands of individuals who knew nothing about warfare. 
There was plenty of romantic illusion about the battles 
to come, but very litile preparedness. This is the story of 


those early days-of frantic activity. This is from 


“The 


Best From American Heritage.” 


The surrender of Fort Sumter, on April 13, 1861, 


marked the 


sudden, frightening transition from peace to war. It was a war 
neither North nor South wanted and one for which both were 


equally unprepared. 


Two days after the Rebels took Sumter, 


Lincoln called for 


75,000 men t6 be enlisted for 90 days. As a precedent for the proc- 
lamation, he reached back to the statute, passed in Washington’s 
time, which gave the President power to call the state militia into 
Federal service whenever the laws were resisted by ‘“‘combinations 
too powerful to be suppressed.’’ The challenge of the newly-formed 


Confederate government was to be met; 


preserved. 

Before nightfall on that day, 
Massachusetts regiments had 
orders to assemble on Boston 
Common. So great was the ex- 
citement there, Edward Everett 
observed, that the President 
might have called out 500,000 
men. A crowd of 50,000 jammed 
New York’s Union Square on 
April 20 to cheer an orator who 
beseeched them ‘“‘to rally round 
the star-spangled banner so long 
as a single stripe can be dis- 
covered, or a single star shall 
shimmer from the surronding 
darkness.” 


The Governor of Iowa, at first 
worried about raising an entire 
regiment, in a few days was 
telegraphing Washington: ‘For 
God’s sake send us arms. We 
have the men.”” How many men 
would Ohio furnish? The largest 
number that could be received. 

In the South, the reaction was 
no less delirious. Soon Jefferson 
Davis was able to announce that 
he had under arms 19,000 of 
the 100,000 men authorized by 
the Confederate Congress ‘“‘to re- 
pel invasion, maintain the right- 
ful possession of the Confederate 
States, and to secure public tran- 
quility and to insure independ- 
ence against threatened assault.” 

Virginia, which had been pro- 
crastinating on secession, was 
stunned by Lincoln’s call for 
troops. Secession was one thing; 
coercion of the secessionists, 
quite another. On April 17, the 
Old Dominion voted itself out of 
the Union. With Virginia went its 
most illustrious soldier, Robert 
E. Lee. 


Rejecting Lincoln’s offer of 
field commander of the Union 
armies, Lee reluctantly resigned 
his commission in the United 
States Army to return to his 
native state. ‘I cannot raise my 
hand against my birthplace, my 
home, my children,”’ he said. 

From Richmond, former Pres- 
ident John Tyler wrote: ‘The 
contest into which we enter is 
one full of peril, but there is a 
spirit abroad in Virginia which 
cannot be crushed until the life 
of the last man is trampled out.” 


A South Carolinian declared that. 


the people were united and would 
stand up as one man to defend 
their homeland. 


Although enthusiasm for war 
was equal in both sections, the 
resources each brought to the 
conflict were sadly disproportion- 
ate. In areas there were little 
differences. The square mileage 
of the eighteen Northern states 
(minus far-distant California and 
Oregon) was actually surpassed 


the Union was to be 


by that of the eleven Confederate 
states. 


But, in population, the North 
was double the size of the South 
—and 40 per cent of the Con- 
federacy’s people were slaves. 
Of six leading agricultural 
products, the South led in three 
—cotton, tobacco, and rice. 
Only one of these, however, 
was an edible crop. The North 
had a slight edge in livestock. 


This was the dawn of an in- 
dustrial age, and statistics for 
manufacturing and finances 
reveal the basic shortcomings 
of an agricultural South. The 
North had five times the num- 
ber of factories located in the 
Confederacy. Two-thirds - of 
the country’s railroad mileage 
was in the North. 


“The North can make a 
steam engine, locomotive, or 
railway car,’’ William Tecum- 
seh Sherman had told a south- 
ern friend not long before. 
“Hardly a yard of cloth or a 
pair of shoes can you make. 
You are rushing into war with 
one of the most powerful, in- 
geniously mechanical and de- 
termined people on earth — 
right at your doors. You are 
bound to fail.’ 


Such understanding and fore- 
sight, even for a Northerner, 
Was rare. In the South, these 
discrepancies were almost to- 
tally ignored. The Confederacy 
pinned its hopes on cotton and 
the military skill of its gallant 
soldiers. 

“Without firing a gun, with- 
out drawing a sword, should 
they make war on us we could 
bring the whole world to our 
feet,”’ South Carolina’s Senator 
James H. Hammond had 
warned two years earlier. “No, 
you dare not make war on cot- 
ton. No power on earth dares 


to make war upon it, Cotton is | 


king.”’ 

Now, with military geniuses 
like Lee to lead Southern boys 
trained to the saddle and the 
musket, the South was confi- 
dent of victory. ‘‘We had an 
idea that when our soldiers got 
upon the ground and showed, 
unmistakably, that 
really ready and willing to fight 
—an idea that then, by some 
sort of hocus-pocus, we didn’t 
know what—the whole trouble 
would be declared at the end,” 
a Georgian woman later 
called.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Pains of Arthritis 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am 50 years old, For several 
months I have been suffering from pain in my shoulders and 
arms, particularly at night. 

I have taken cortisone but stopped as I thought it was 
doing me more harm than good. I understand it is the opinion 
of doctors that many of the high-powered drugs have a “side 
effect.” 

At present I am taking nothing, not even aspirin. Though 
the pain, especially at night, is very severe, I am able to 
endure it. 

Is it absolutely necessary to take drugs in order not to 
become crippled from arthritis? As long as I am able to do 
so, I am willing to ‘‘live with the pain,” but on the other_hand 


I do not want to become crippled through failure to do the. 


right thing. J.K. 

You know, I like the thoughtfulness of your letter, 
yet at the same time I think you are on a somewhat 
wrong track. 

There are many forms of arthritis: Rheumatoid, 
osteo, gouty, and a lot of others. I’d count bursitis in 
the list. 

Real rheumatoid arthritis, an acute disease, most 
decidedly needs the best possible medical care. Let the 
painful joints “freeze” from misuse and permanent 
damage is the result. 

But take a different disease, osteoarthritis, which 
is the result of wear-and-tear on the joints, and all you 
have is the old-fashioned “rheumatiz” that may make 
you creak but won’t leave you with “frozen” joints 
that won’t move at all. 

There are numerous kinds of arthritis which have 
only one thing in common: They bother our joints. 
Some much, some little. 

A fulminating case of rheumatoid arthritis can 
cause the sufferer to well use hospital care—lots of 
rest, medication, and carefully specified daily move- 
ment, yet not exercise that can harm the joints in the 
acute, inflamed stage of the attack. 

If cortisone is called for, in your doctor’s opinion, 
take it—and trust him to watch for side effects, when 
and if ever they develop. 

There is no reason to avoid aspirin. It has a mild 
anti-inflammatory value which is most useful, in addi- 
tion to its pain-dulling properties. If aspirin will let you 
sleep better, and make it easier to keep your shoulders 
and arms active, the relative comfort, and the in- 
creased activity will do a great deal to prevent 
“crippling” from whatever sort of arthritis you have. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Does skim milk contain as much calcium 
es whole milk? R. V.D, 


Yes. As a matter of fact, more. Because with skim 
milk, much of the fat content has been removed, and 
the room is occupied by more of the part of the milk 
which contains calcium. 


“Vitamin starvation” is possible even if you 
eat a lot. In order to check your diet to make sure 
you are getting necessary nourishment, write to 
Dr. Molner in care of the Post-Dispatch for a copy 
of his pamphlet, “Vitamins — The Alphabet of 
Health.”
